At approximately 3 p.m., a crowd mostly 
Negroes began to gather at Kelly Ingram Park, 
Birmingham. At approximately 3:30 p.m., a 
Greyhound type bus appeared bearing District of 
Columbia license BA331 carrying school-age 
children said by local officers to be from 
Ulman High School, 625 South 12th Street, Birminghan.

FBI Agents observed the following on April 25, 1969, 
| At approximately 12:50 p.m., about 64 Negroes, 
including 12 children, led by Herman Leon Neal, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) worker from Memphis, 
Tennessee, left Kelly Ingram Park, Birmingham, Alabama, 

and marched through part of the downtown business district 
to the Jefferson County Food Stamp Center near Eighth Avenue 
and 22nd Street North. Many of these individuals crowded 
near the back door of the Food Stamp Center and were appar-~ 
ently blocking the rear door. Birmingham Police Department 
arrested six women and two men at this point and carried 
them away in the paddy wagon, 


The remainder of the group left the Food Stamp — 
Building and walked to the intersection of Eighth Avenue 
and 22nd Street North and began to circle the intersection, 
Several of them lay down in the intersection, The police 
gave them one minute to get up. They failed to get up, and 
ten adults and two juveniles were arrested at this point. 
Among those arrested in the intersection was Herman Leon 
O'Neal, mentioned above. 


Approximately 27 marchers remained after this 
arrest. These marchcd to the Pensions and Security Building 
on Eighth Avenue North, They attempted to get in, and an 
official said that he would permit one at a time to cnter.

It is noted that there was no march held on April 27, 
1969.

There were approximately 450 
to 500 people present, and Reverend Albert’Sampson, SCLC 
worker from Atlanta, Georgia, delivered a prepared speech 
against poverty in the United States, This was the main 
speech of the evening.

Hosea Williams spoke until 9:00 p.m. He talked 
about the above mentioned boy and about Deputy Sheriff Raymond 
Belcher.

Old boy could have been killed for what he did. Hosea Williams 
said he was going to get a permit to go to the County Jail.

FBI Agents observed the following events 
on April 22, 1969: 


At 1:15 PM, approximately 80 Negroes, 
including approximately 20 children and teen-agers, 
left the Kelly Ingram Park, Birmingham, Alabama, in a 
single file march toward the Birmingham City Hall. 
The group stopped for a moment, knelt down and had a 
silent prayer in front of the city hall. The group 
then marched by the City Library and nearby Jefferson 
County Courthouse, returned to the vicinity of the city 
hall and passed in front of the main post office on 5th 
Avenue North. The group returned north on 17th Street, 
marched through Kelly Ingram Park, and went to the 
headquarters of the Alabama Christian Movement for Human 
Rights (ACMHR), 1616 4th Avenue North. They left this 
point at approximately 2:00 PM. After staying a few 
minutes at ACMHR Headquarters, getting cold drinks and 
so forth, they then marched around the block and re- 
entered Kelly Ingram Park. Some of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) workers brought them box 
lunches, which they ate in the park, and several of the 
younger members engaged in a football game. By 3:30 PM, 
211 had dispersed from the park. Leaflets were distributed 
in the park indicating another public meeting would be 
held that day at 7:30 PM at Thurgood Memorial CME Church, 
$17 Center Street Korth, Birminghaa.

The regular minister of the church, the Rev. 
Jesse Douglas, was in Washington, D. C., on business 
of some kind. Ben Clark, SCLC official, was the guest 
speaker. There was no mention made of violence of any 
kind, and it was more like a church meeting than — 
— 


It was announced that another group meeting 
would take place at Kelly Ingram Park at 11:00 AM, on 
April 23, 1969. It was said that it was “nobody's 
business where they were going from there.” No mention 
was made of "black power" or the Ku Klux Klan. The group 
was generally quiet. Volunteers were called for to 
help prepare the food for the marchers, and six people 
volunteered to do this. 

There was talk about police brutality, and 
those present were told to come forward and let it be 
known if anyone had been subjected to police brutality 
or “roughed up” in any way by the police, and not to be 
backward or hesitant in letting anyone know about it. 


It was said that Negro judges, lawyers and 
solicitors were wanted in the courtroon. | 


It was said that Negro children are not being 
treated right, that teachers won't do the right job for 
the Negro children, so why keep them in these integrated 
schools. It was suggested that parents remove their 
children from the white schools, and that "teachers have 
got to be made"to do their job toward the Negro students. 


There were six SCLC leaders present, nages 
unknown. All had heavy beards on their faces and were 
heavy set. Whoever the six were, they stood up to be 
recognized. ;

A speaker said that 
they did not want the white people in their meetings 
because it was not desired that the white people know 
what their plans are and what they are going to do. 


About $164 was raised for Rev. Ralph Abernathy 
who was said to be in jail in Charlotte, North Carolina. 


There were over 600 in attendance at this 
meeting, all seated, in the estimation of the source. 


| The members of the Beauticians Organization 
were present during the meeting trying to help raise 


funds for SCLC. 


The following was observed by FBI Agents at 
Birmingham, on April 23, 1969: 


At 2:55 PM, April 23, 1969, approximately 50 
Negroes, mostly teen-agers and children, left in a single 
file march from 1616 4th Avenue North, Headquarters of 
ACMHR. They marched through the Negro business section 
past the Birmingham City Hall and stopped at the Jefferson | 
County Department of Pensions and Security on 8th Avenue 
North. At this point, one of the SCLC leaders made a 
speech concerning poverty and the need for food and 
other benefits. This individual held a peaceful con- 
versation with Mr. (first name unknown) Pugh, who stated 
he was Deputy Commissioner for the State of Alabana, 
Department of Pensions and Security. The SCLC leader 
requested food for hungry people immediately. He said 
that they were all hungry. Mr. Pugh said he had no food 
at this building, and the Office of Pensions and, Security 
was not set up to furnish food on that basis. Pugh agreed 
to call Mr. Ruben king, Head of the State Department’ of 
Pensions and „ Montgomery, Alabama, about this 
matter.

The group then marched on through downtown 
Birmingham and severalof them were heard to curse 
people in a low voice as they passed along. A white 
man, age 25, Richard Leslie Frye, 3117 Avenue "G", 
Ensley, Birmingham, struck one of the marchers. He 
was questioned by a Birmingham police officer who 
ascertained his identity. He said the marcher had 
called him an 8.0. B.“ and he struck him. The leader 
of the SCLC marching group said he did not wish to 
prefer any charges against Frye, and the Birmingham 
police officer release Frye. 


| The march continued, proceeding down 20th 
Street North and back to the ACMBR Headquarters without 
further incident. 


The above source advised on April 24, 1969, 
that a mass meeting sponsored by SCLC was held at 
7:30 PM, on April 23, 1969, at 45th Street Baptist 
Church, 1209 Coosa Street, Birmingham. About 250 people 
were there. The main speaker was Hosea Williams, SCLC 
official, who said among other things that he intended 
to be in Birmingham for a long time, that he might as 
well look for a house at least for the summer. He 
complained that there are few Birmingham Negroes par- 
ticipating in the marches. He expected more people from 
out-of-town next week. He said also next week he intends 
to go to Montgomery, Alabama, and try and get things 
going there. He said that he will try and meet with 
Governor Albert Brewer. He also said that he wanted to 
get something started in Selma, Alabama.

A Confidential Source of the Birmingham Office 
furnished the following information on April 28, 1969: 


The Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC) held a public meeting at the Macedonia Baptist 
Church, 13th Avenue, North, Birmingham, on the night of 
April 28, 1969. Reverend Fred L. Shuttlesworth, Presi- 
dent of the Alabama Christian Movement for Human Rights, 
a pro-civil rights organization, was the guest speaker. 
He spoke in general about welfare to poor people and did 
not make a very long talk. He noticed some police outside 
the church and commented as to why they did not come inside. 
He stated that apparently they were just watching the people 
come and go. One of the speakers indicated that an effort 
would be made to build up enough money for the campaign | 
because it was expected that it wduld go on for a long time. 
A request was made for all people from Jefferson County on 
welfare to come to join the demonstrations. All could go 
to the Welfare Office to see the head officials about giving 
them more money. One speaker stated that a woman with ten 
children is unable to get but $150 a month under the present 
“setup.” A call was made for all maids and yard help to 
leave their present jobs with white people. The speaker 
said let them do their own work. He said all the maids and 
yard people could come and join the marches and it would do 
them more good. 


aaa There was some talk in the meeting about running 
‘ * picture of the “tape recorder“ in the newspapers to let 

people see what is being done. It is noted that some kind 

of listening device was taken out of the pockets of a teen- 


„ boy at one of these recent mass meetings. One of the 
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speakers charged that the boy’s mother knew what he was’ 

doing when he put the tape recorder in his pocket. A plea 
- was made for more people to get in on the marches. = 00 
was taken up in contributions. 


There were approximately 700 people present at 
this meeting. It was announced that the next meeting would 
be held at the Metropolitan Church in Ensley. 


FBI Agents observed on April 29, 1969, that no 
march was held on this date. 


The above-mentioned source furnished the following 
information on April 29, 1969: 


The SCLC held a mass meeting on April 29, 1969, at 
the Metropolitan CME Church, 1600 Avenue K, Ensley. A leaf- 
let indicated that the Reverend L. H. Welchel is the pastor 
of this church, that the guest speaker would be Reverend 
Walter Fauntroy, Vice Mayor of Washington, D. C., and Larry 
Jones, President of a teenage Community Relations Council. 
Approximately 300 people attended this meeting. Reverend 
Fauntroy did not appear due to the fact that he had to attend 
to serious business elsewhere. 


An unknown Negro minister from Crenshaw County, 
Alabama said that the Negroes are going to have to stop 
singing, clapping hands, and stomping their feet. Instead 
they are going to have to do something about their situation. 
This minister asked where the Birmingham ministers were this 
night as they did not show up for the meeting. He said to 
have results, local ministers certainly must make an appearance 
at these meetings. The speaker said that Alabama is behind 
all the states in payment of welfare checks. It was further 
alleged that the officials heading the Welfare Department, 
State of Alabama, are pocketing most of the money. The 
speaker said that the reason many Negro people do not come 
to Birmingham is that “they string them up and hang then. 
One young man, name not known, spoke up and said that he 
had come to Birmingham sometime ago but he had not found it 
to be true that he had been treated that way. He said "they" 
may be putting them in jail in Birmingham, but they also 
put them in jail in Washington, D. C. and besides used tear 
po 58s as well. 
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. here was no organization of this night 's meeting. 
It was discouraging and some of the people wondered where 
all the others were who should be there. There are plans 
for big meetings to come as soon as they can get responsible 
leaders back to Birmingham. It was not announced where the 
next night's meeting would be since there was no responsible 
leadership present and it was not really known where the 
meeting would take place. It was alleged that many of the 
Birmingham Negro ninisters will not let the people use their 
churches and it is getting more difficult to find a place to 
meet. . 


Young men were present dressed in large, wide shirts 
hanging out of their belts, which shirts were gaily colored 
tan, yellow, or other colors. It was noticeable that they 
were going about the crowd with the avowed purpose of finding 
Negro policemen, believed to be sent to these meetings each 
night. One of the boys in this group of six to ten has the 
first name of "Jesse," and he allegedly knows the Negro police 
officer thought to be attending. They looked in vain, however, 
for such an officer, and it was believed that he slipped out 
when he learned he was being looked for. The young man 
threatened to throw him out if they ever found him at the 
meetings. There is some question as to whether these young 

2 men represent only the SCLC or whether they may be connected 
; with some other organization. They seem to have a lot of 
: nerve in their actions and spoke strongly about throwing out 
either white or black police officers if one should ever be 
Fis found at a meeting. They continue to sing at these meetings 
a song about, "White man, you better do right, or we will 
get mad.” 


It was announced that Reverend Ralph D. Abernathy, 
President of SCLC, had been released from jail. 


On April 30, 1969, FBI Agents observed the following 


events; 2 * 


. At 2:00 p.m., about 46 Negroes, including women and 
children, led by Johnny—Burrell, Birmingham civil rights 
leader, left Kelly Ingram Park, Birmingham, and marched on 

various streets of downtown Birmingham to the Jefferson 

County Pensions and Security Office on Eighth Avenue, North. 

The group stood in front of the building and some of th 
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leaders, names not known, spoke for about 15 minutes against | 
poverty in general. They then marched to the Jefferson a 
County Food Stamp building, which is just off Eighth Avenue, 
North, about three blocks from the Pensions and Security 
building, where they spoke about 20 minutes outside of the 
building. They then proceeded on various downtown streets 


to Kelly Ingram Park where they dispersed about $345 p.m. — 3 
without incident. . 


The above-mentioned source advised on April 30, 
1969, that SCLC held a mass meeting on April 30, 1969, at ee 
7:00 p.m. at the St. Paul’s AME Church, 300 Fourth Court, 9 
North, Birmingham. Approximately 200 or 250 individuals | ms 2 
were at this meeting. There was no guest speaker. Employees 
from various business places donated money to SCLC as the 
collection plates were passed. It was announced that the 
group would meet on May 1, 1969, at 11:00 a.m. at the Jef fer- 
son County Food Stamp Office to demonstrate. 


Shortly after 9:00 p.m., one of the SCLC leaders 
mentioned something about Hosea Williams being out of town 
and the local Birmingham Negroes giving very little support 
to this movement. As a result, approximately 200 of these 

Negroes left the church and proceeded to Kelly Ingram Park . 
in downtown Birmingham. The group left Kelly Ingram Park 1 
and after marching around downtown Birmingham until about 19 
10:45 p. n., the group returned to Kelly Ingram Park, most of 05 

then dispersing as they entered the park, and the remainder 
returned by bus to the place from which they started, St. 

paul 's AME church. No incidents and no violence occurred 

during the two marches on April 30, 1969.
